THE LOST NARONIC. 


Proof That t_e Missing White Btai 


Line Freighter 


HAS GOHETO THE BOTTOMOPTHESEI. 


Her Boats Seen Floating at the Mircj 


of ihe W«v«»—Part ol Her Crow 


Believed to Have Been 


Rescued. 


The Lost Freighter. 


BREMEN, March 81.—Alter long-con- 


tinued anxiety regarding the fat* of 
tho White Star line freight steamer 
Naronic, which sailed from Liverpool, 
February 11, for New York, and which 
had not since been heard of, intelli- 
gence has been received showing be- 
yond any doubt that the vessel is lost. 
The British steamer Coventry, Capt 
Wilson, from Fcrnandina, February 
II), has arrived at this port She re- 
ports that at 2 o'clock in the morning 
of March 4, when in latitude 43 north, 
longitude 40 west, she passed a life 
boat painted white, bearing the name 
"Naronic." The boat was floating 
keel upward 
At 2 o'clock in the after- 


noon of the same day another life-boat 
fiom the Naronic was passed 
This 


boat gave evidence of having encoun- 
tered heavy weather. The mast and 
oars of the life-boat had been lashed 
together and attached to the painter, 
and tlien thrown overboard as a sea 
anchor to keep the boat's head up to 
the wind and sea. Judging from ap- 
pearances none of the boats had been 
ions: adrift. The position of the drift- 
ing boats was south by west of Sable 
island, on the banks of Newfoundland. 
There is a bare chance that the oc- 
cupants of the boats were picked up by 
ft passing' vessel. 


The Naronlo's Boats. 


BREMEN, March 21.—Capt. Wilson, 


tho commander of tho Coventry, states 
that he was not able to plainly de- 
cipher the name on the first lifeboat 
passed by the steamer, though there is 
no doubt in his mind that it was the 
"Naronic." Tho boat being capsized 
rendered the reading of the name al- 
most impossible, as the letters could 
only be seen when the ends of the boat 
wci o thrown clear out of the water. 


When the Coventry came u 3 with the 


second lifeboat the name was plainly 
discernible. This 
second boat was 


half-filled with water. Its appearance 
led Capt. Wilson to believe that its oc- 
cupants had been taken on board some 
vc&sel, after which the boat was cast 
adrift 


Refuses to Abandon All Hope. 


NEW YORK, March 21 —Mr. H. Mait- 


land Kersey, the New York agent of 
the White Star line, to which the 
ronic belongs, still has hopes that the 
Naronic has not gone down, and says: 
"Tho finding of the boats reported by 
the steamship Coventry does not in any 
way prove that the Naronio is lost A 
big sea may have carried these boats 
overboard while the Naronie, perhaps 
with her machinery disabled, was 
boring ag-amst the storm." 


This opinion, however, is hardly borne 


out by the facts as cabled yesterday 
from Bremen, which show that the 
boats had been occupied and navigated. 
It is quite probable that some vessel 
has picked up the occupants of these 
boats, and they will eventually be 
licarcl from and the fate of the Naronic 
known

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The first 


tep of the republicans of the senate, 
as a body, looking to the prevention of 
he reorganization of the elective 
officers of the senate was taken at a 
caucus held yesterday morning in the 
office of the ser/jeant-at-arms 
There 


was a very large attendance, almost 
every republican senator being present. 
Mr. Sherman presided 
Speeches were 


made by Senators Manderson, Hoar, 
Cullom, Chandler and others. 


It was announced that the democratic 


caucus committee, which will report to 
o. democratic caucus to be held to-day, 
yas supposed to have been at work 
upon a plan for the reorganization of 
,he elective officers. The senators who 
spoke said that this was in violation of 
all the piecedcnts; that the senate had 
never in its history effected such an or- 
•anization in an executive session, and 
that to attempt it now would be to the 
detriment of the working force and 


,use great injury to the public busi- 


ness. There was not a dissenting voice 
.o this proposition, and it was agreed 
that Mr. Sherman, chairman of the cau- 
cus, should wait upon Mr. Gorman, who 
lolda a similar position in the demo- 
cratic caucus, and notify him that any 
attempt to reorganize the senate at 
ihis session would be very distasteful 


the republicans. Beyond this for- 


mal protest nothing was decided upon. 
There will be no opposition to the elec- 
)lon of Mr. Harris as president pro tern* 
lore, and Mr. Manderson will leave 
;hat place without a word of protest. 


The republicans nay they have the 


power to prevent reorganization, and 
if the pinch comes they will use it with 
as good effect as their opponent* did 
twelve years ago. 


The Pension Office.

It is also stated, 
however, on equally good authority, 
that questionable cases will be thor- 
oughly investigated to the end that 
fraudulent and improper claims may 
be reduced to a minimum.

Palmer on Pension Frauds. 


Senator Palmer baa announced that 


before the special session of the senate 
ends he will introduce a resolution au- 
thorizing the pension committee to make 
a thorough investigation of alleged 
fraud] and irregularities in the granting 
of pensions and in the pension system 
generally; and, as if to reassure the pen- 
sioners the senator, who is at the head 
of this committee, says: "I hardly think 
any one would accuse me of being other 
than friendly to the pensioners,'1 and in 
addition to this he says, "that it there is 
ever to be a reform in this line, it will 
have to be accomplished by the friends 
of the pensioners, and not by their ene- 
mies." Here is a set of allegations that 
mark the junior senator from Illinois as 
being a very smooth person. It is within 
the recollection of the pensioners that 
Senator Palmer went out of his way to 
compliment President Cleveland for his 
veto of the dependent pension bill, the 
bill which subsequently became a law 
during Harrison's administration and 
nnder which thousanda.of pensioners ace 
now drawing pensions. 


II Senator Palmer regarded himself as 


the friend of dependent soldiers when he 
congratulated Cleveland upon that veto, 
he would still estimate himself the friend 
of the soldier were he to aid in taking 
away the 'pensions under that law. 
Those whom he characterizes as the ene- 
mies of the pensioners wonld, to a roan, 
be with him in each a movement. We 
presume that the Senator regards the 
ex-oonfederutea ua the enemies of the 
pensioners, and yet these people in their 
recent war upon the pensioners did not 
propose to gu as far as the Senator's die- 
patch to Cleveland indicates he would 
probably go, it he proposes to be consist- 
ent. 
They proposed only to rescind all 


pensions to those whose annual income 
is 8600 and over, and those widows who 
married soldiers over five years after the 
war closed. 


It is also noteworthy that the senator 


admits that there are those who are the 
enemies ot pensioners. Such people do 
not belong to the Republican party. 
Saoh men find congenial homes in the 
Demooratia party, and Senator Palmer 
contorts with that class of men and will 
be controlled by them. la fact a ma- 
jority of the members of his committee 
who are Democrats are ot that class, and 
they will not be controlled by Senator 
Palmer. 


The facts are that Senator Palmer is 


trying to deceive the pensioners into the 
belief that in his hands they are safe. 
Bat the fact remains that a majority of 
the men who are demanding an over- 
hauling ot the pension system are the 
paroled prisoners of the government and 
those in sympathy with them, an I it is 
upon this demand that Senator Palmer 
favors an investigation into what he 
characterizes as "alleged frauds and ir- 
regularities" which is used as a cover for 
a general attack upon the pension sys- 
tem, frauds or no frauds. 


Let the Matter Drop. 


The Chicago Evening Journal takes a 


very sensible view of the matter of the 
Sunday opening of the fair. 
Unlike 


entirely too many Chicago people who 
are seeking some pretext upon which to 
nullify the sot ot aoagresr which forbids 
the opening of the fair on Sunday, the 
Journal is in favor of dropping all further 
contentions about it and accepting, the 
provision of ths law ia good faith.
